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President Grant-His Health 
and Habits-

I presume every well-informed cor- 
respondent bore has grown used to 
withholding statements concerning 
thesa matters, because they will not 
be belioved, even in tbe newspaper 
offices,, and malicious motivos may bo 
ascribed to them. But tho simple 
truth is that the President is looking 
very bad He no longer has tho sleek 
: ■welkfed look in tho face which has 
been his characteristic ever sinco tho 
war. His featnros now havo a swolen 
look, and his face is terribly red 1 in 
blotches. 1 mot him on the avenue, 
.near the Treasury Department, the 
. other day, and observed that his figure 
" 'was bent, and that' he seemed to walk 
with' difficulty. He certainly has the 
appearance of a man "on the down- 
Jiill road in life," as thoy say in New 
England. I do not wish to indulge 
in any rash or sensational predictions 
df his future, but I am impressed with 
the belief that tho President's habits 
of eating and drinking render his ten- 
ure of life every day moro and more 
uncertain. Considering what his 
past life has been, the heavy draughts 
upon his stock of vitality, made long 
boforo he became prominent as a mili- 
tary leader, and tho great change in 
his personal appearance during tho 
past few months, I cannot regard him 
as ft man of great probablo longevity. 
There are some who think lie is get- 
ting toward the ond of tho rope pretty 
fast, and who say that,' unless his pon- 
rii ditic-n. alters for the better, ho will be 
seriously in danger of quitting the 
Presidontal office before the 4th of 
March, 1877. Of these your corres- 
pondent inclines to be one. 

The editor of the "Grevillo Mem- 
oirs" must not complain if he himself 
ia the subject of occasional town-talk. 
It is well known that the Queen is in- 
tensely displeased at the revelations 
he has brou i<ut to light of her royal 
uncle, and indeed thoy aro so very 
"strong" that even many of the news- 
papers — which are not generally deli- 

. cato in such matters — have openly 
hinted that ho ought to resign his post 
about the Court, he being Registrar 
of the Privy Council. He is not cre- 
dited with too great forbearance, be- 
causo lie has postponed publishing 
the continuation of his work for ten 

. years to come; indeed, people think 
he dare not do it. However, the 
Queen is said to havo sent Sir Arthur 
HelpB (her Secretary) to him the other 
day to suggest his "going." "I am 
come, Mr, lleevo," Baid he,, "to epeak 
upon a painful subject, namely, your 
retirement from tho post ol Registrar." 
"Do I understand that you come'from 
the" Queen?" "Yos, Mr. Reeve, from 
tho Queen horgelf." "Well, to toll 
you tho truth, I was thinking of re- 
signing tho place. Tho Memoirs havo 
brought mo a good deal of money, 
and if I retired I should then have 
leisure to bring out tho fourth volume 
at onco." "Nay, my dear Mr. Reovo, 
you mistake me," said Sir Arthur, has- 
tily. "What I was about to say was 
that tho Queen wishos to express her 
hope that you will not be induced to 
think of resigning — or of bringing out 
your fourth volume — in consequence 
of tho recommendation of tho news- 

' papers or any body else." "Very 
good, Sir Arthur. Then I'll stay." 
Mr. Roovo holds his head up — ho is 
six foot high — and is tho coolest gon- 
tleman out.

A Healthy Locality. 

Ail English Villago Where No Child lino 
Died for Twenty Year*. 



Dr. Prank Richardson writing to 
the London "Times" gives tho follow- 
ing extraordinary account of a village 
in tho north of England: "The in- 
teresting letters which have appear- 
ed in your columns during tho last 
wook or two upuii the mode of commit- 
ting "Earth to Earth" tempt me to 
send the following instance of a dis- 
trict in which that unpleasant pro- 
cess is postponed in a singularly un- 
usual manner. Tho large parish of 
Alwinton-with-Holystone is situated 
upon tho southern slopes of the Che- 
viots, includes tho upper valo of tho 
Coquet, and extends about twenty 
milos in length and several in breadth, 
comprising -i-1,472 acres. Its popula- 
tion has decreased from 1,3'.IG at the 
census? of 18fil to 1,272 at that of 1871. 
Tho occupations of its inhabitants are 
almost equally divided botween the 
tending of sheep and tho cultivation 
of cereals upon lands which rest in 
nearly similar proportions upon frco 
stone and porphyry. During the year 
1874 six doaths occurred in this par- 
ish, being at the rate of 1.7 per thou- 
sand — one of these deaths being that 
of an unfortunate young sheperd-who 
perished in the recent snow storm. 
This mortality was lower than usual; 
during tho previous ten years tho num- 
ber was 10U— an annual average of 
7.9 per thousand. Of those 100 deaths 
there wore 10 between 70 and 80 years 
of age, and, curiously, 29 above 80 
years considerably moro than one- 
quarter of the total deaths thus oc- 
curring in people above 80 years old, 
or above 273.7 per thousand. Now, 
is there anything exceptional in the 
ages of the inhabitants to account for 
this low death rate ? Tho aged and 
very young, among whom proportion- 
ally tho mortality is highest, exist in 
largo numbers. Within two miles of 
my house I know nine octogenarians 
and a tenth— our parish clerk — died 
last week at tho ago of SIS. In this 
village of Harbottle, with 120 inhabi- 
tants, there are 117 gkildreu under Ifi years 
of n,£i\ and dining the lust twenty 
years no child has died, and for nearly 
four years no one until the case just 
mentioned. I may add another in- 
stance of tho large proportion of chil- 
dren existing and their immunity from 
death. A fanner in tho parish and 
his three shepherds, who have occu- 
pied their presonfc situations nearly 
thirty years, havo among them 47 chil- 
dren, and not a single death has occr- 
red in those families. The inhabi- 
tants have abundance of plain sub- 
stantial food, excellent wafer, good 
residences as a rule, and regular but 
not severe work in a pure, bracing at- 
mosphere, and aro highly intelligent, 
and generally abstemious. 1 am in 
debted to the Rev, A. Procter, who 
has boon upwards of forty years the 
esteemed vicar, for the corroboration 
of the statistics of the parish which 1 
havo now given you."

The Dry Dock Muddle. 

It is much to be regretted in tho in- 
terest of this Province that when, a few 
■weeks Ago, Mr. Mackenzie, iu reply to a 
question of Mr. DeCosmon, stilted iu tho 
House of Commons that he was prepared 
to carry out any pledges given by his or 
the previous Government with respect to 
the Esquimult Dry Dock, an effort 
was not mado to ascertain definitely, 
from members of tho previous Govern- 
ment, what those pledges were. Sir John 
A. Macdonald, late Premier; Mr. Mitch- 
ell, late Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies';' Dr. Tupper, late Minister of Cus- 
toms, were ail seated upon the iloor of 
the House whon the question was asked 
and the reply given. What an easy 
matter it would have been for either or 
all of these three gentlemen to have then 
and there stated, for the information of 
the House and this Province, the nature 
of the proposed advance of 8250,000 over 
which so much eloquence, ink and money 
have been wasted. If the sum was to be 
in the nature of a gift, or a loan in lien 
of the guarantee of 5 per cent, interest, 
what was there in the question that tied 
the tongues of the late Ministers ? Mr. 
Mackenzie's pledge was in effect to car- 
ry out Sir John's pledge. What a splen- 
did opportunity tor Sir John to have 
exolaimed, "I pledged my Government 
to gijs British Columbia $230,000." 
These few words would have smoothed 
away overy difficulty, the money would 
have been' placud to" tho credit of tho 
Province and everything would have 
been "lovely" for the Dry Doek "goose." 
Sir John's silence on that occasion is 
susceptible of various constructions; biu 
there cau bo no difference of opinion as 
to his position wh«n wo state Unit both 
before and siirjo the statement of Mr. 
Mackenzie Sir John has declined to tell 
Mr. Mackenzie privately what he did not 
say on the floor of the House. Nay, 
more, that months ago he replied in 
writing to a question put to him by Mr. 
DeCosmos as to lite nature of 
the advance, an i that that 
plv was luifiavomblrt to tin' constructs >, 
the Goveruiu in of this Province n 
placed oa toe advance may be iufoiicd 
from the fact thul it does not upp iir 
among tin- primed correspondence laid 
before Parliauiont. Messrs Tillny, Lau- 
gevm, Mitchell, Tupper and eight other 
members of the late Cabinet were also 
communicated with upon the name sub 
jeot. Messrs. l'illey ami Languvin are 
positive that tbe advance was a gift. 
MoHsrs. Tupper, Mitchell and the re- 
maining eight are either in a mist as to 
the nature of th«j pledge or are positive 
that the advauee was to In- a loan. Under 
those oircumscaaces, and iu order to 
matte as «tr tag a o ne a, possible for our 
Government, Messrs. Tllley and Lange- 
vin's replies only appear in the corres- 
pondence. The others an- suppressed. 
Here, thoD, we hnvo the evidence of Sir 
John, who promised to make tho ad 
vauco. and that of ten of his Ministers in 
favor of tho loan construction against 
the evidence of Messrs. L'illey an!

cation wore sent from tho Secretary's 
Oflico to Council, May 18th, and Mr. 
Goto believes that thoy wero given to Mr.

There wore 
two distinct letters from Mr. DoCosrnos 
of tho same date (Oot, 28th, I think). 
Tho ono applied for mi advance of £50,- 
1)00, in placo of tho Government guaran- 
tee provided for nt tho Union, upon re- 
ceiving which the Province would under- 
take tho work as a Provincial work. The 
other asked for advances, by way oi loan, 
for public works gonorally. Mr. Tilloy 
conferred with mo on this latter applica- 
tion, and I drew the report upon which 

the O. C. of was based, which 

was subsoil uently c&ncollod, and tho im- 
p-.-essioh upon my mind was that thin wan 
the reply to both applications. In this 
ii scorns that I am mis taken, but there is 
nothing in tho nature of tho transaction 
to imply that anything in the nat.iro of 
a free gift was either asked for or pro- 
mised. The application was for au ad- 
vance of money instead of tho promised 
guar ar tee. The guarantee was to bo b 
per cent, on £100,000 for ten years, po 
that if wo had had to pay tho interest un- 
der our guarantee we should have ad- 
vanced at theond of tho ten years £50,- 
000, tho sum which we are asked to ad- 
vance at once, instead of by instalments 
during tho ton years. But to guarantee 
the interest on a loan does not iinply^hat 
that interest is to bo regarded as a free 
gift. In all such cases, though the guar- 
antor may have to pay in this first place 
he can recover from tho party on whoso 
behalf ho gave tho guarantee. I believe 
that if we had given such a guarantee, 
and had been called upon to pay under 
it we should have had a right to charge it 
annually against the subsidy, or as a mat- 
ter of grace, in tho debt account. Mr. 
l'illey 's answer of Nov. 3rd to the appli- 
cation would seem to imply the same 
thing. He says; — "In lieu of tho interest 
on £100,000, which was secured by the 
12th Section of the O. C. of July tho 1st, 
1870, wo propose that advances should bo 
made from time to time. not on the whole 
to exceed £50,000." The ordinary mean- 
ing of an advance is certainly something 
that has to bo repaid. Mr. DeCosmos 
certainly, in his letter to tho Admiralty 
of Dec. Oth, uses words which would 
seem to imply a gift. He says thnt the 
Provincial Government will reoommenii 
tho Legislature to accept from Canada 
the lump Biira of §250,000 in lieu of pay- 
ments to be mado by it during a series of 
years, but I submit that neither the 12th 
Section of tho O. C. of 1870, nor Mr. 
Mackenzie's letter of JNov. 14th, to which 
ho refers, bears suoh an interpretation.

Whilo abseiat 
his situation was kept open for him by 
his employer for whom he is now at work. 
Lastly, ho loft a trnnkful of clothes, Ca,n 
I, he asks, bo considered to have rosidod 
at Victoria continuously for the last twelve 
months as required by tha Voter's Pre- 
vention Act ? 

To this we ansver that to leave tlio 
Province on a visit cannot bo regarded as 
relinquishing a residence in the Pro- 
vince. A man's residence may bo in a 
Province and yst ho may bo temporarily 
absent from it. If tho law can he con- 
strued oiherwise nono of oar business 
men who have boon called to San Fran- 
cisco during tho past year would be en- 
titled to voto. Even the Attorney Gen- 
eral — the ''pap a" of the Bill — having 
passed in Canada or England eight out of 
tho last twelvemonths without leaving 
even a pair of old boots (lot alone|a trunk- 
ful of clothes) to represent him in the 
District would bo cut off from voting or 
holding office nnder the Act. Our Sena- 
tors and Commoners would slso bo dis- 
•Vanohtsed. The utter absurdity of plac- 
ing a construction so strained ou the Act 
•s too apparent to need any further illus- 
tration. Of course, "A. B." and any 
others situated as he is may sond in thoir 
olftims to vote. 



A Caitbiupob Man and a WArrsn.— 
Last year some of the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge students colabratod the boat race 
by a drunken row in tho infamous Argylo 
rooms in London. This year they rioted 
at Evans' assembly rooms, tho other ro- 
eort being closed against them, and began 
by breaking tha furniture and throwing 
the pioces at tho singers on tho stage. 
John Galloway, a Cambridge man, and 
the champion boxer of his university, was 
the leader in tho disorder. Ho defied tho 
employees of the establishment, and there- 
upon a waiter named Newbury nccoptod 
the challenge. A ring was formed, and 
the fight was bogun botween the student 
in evening dross and tho waiter in white 
jacket and aprdn. At the oloso of the first 
round, howovor, they were stripped to 
their waists. Both wore athlotes, wall 
trained in boxing, and tho fight was 
bloody and desporate. Tho Hornti says: 
"In the midst of the fourth round, the 
time for closing the room having arrived , 
the proprietor attempted to put out tho 
gas, which gave rise to several other bat- 
tles, tho gentlemen defending tho lamps 
as if they were guns. A gaa man was 
seriously wounded and a waiter very bad- 
ly hurt. Still Galloway and Newbury 
fought on, blood flowing freely. When at 
length ths gas was put out at tho main, 
tho ring was still kept, and wax tapers and 
matches were lighted. At least one hun- 
dred men struck up lights in this way, 
and by thoir fitful glimmer Galloway got 
his final blow and was doubled up. He 
was carried away insonsiblo by his friends 
and Evans' was not clear of the mob un- 
til half past ono in tho morning." 

Nanatmo Coal.— Mr. Selwyn, F. R. S., 
Director of tho Geological Survry of Ca- 
nada, writes to tho American Journal of 
Science and Arts on the age of tho Ligni- 
tic Coal formation of Vancouver Island, 
He says: "I wish to record my dissent 
from tho statement made by Prof. Les- 
quoreux, page 365 of Dr. Hayden's Re- 
port on the U. S. Geological and Geogra 
phical Survey of Colorado, 1873, to the 
effect that the coal of Nanaimo, Vancou- 
ver Island, is referable to tho low.-jr Am- 
erican eocene. Careful surveys havo now 
boon made by the Canadian Geological 
Survey of tho Nanaimo coal basin, and it 
is proved beyond tho possibility of doubt 
that thecoa! beds there are overlaid by a 
succession of strata, shales, sandstones, 
and conglomerates, having a thickness of 
nearly 1,000 feet, and holding from base 
to summit marine cretaceous fossils, Am - 
monikss. Baoulites,Inooerami,and others. 
Maps and sections, showing the relative 
position of these beds and of tho coal 
seams, ar© given in the Report of tho 
Geological Survey of Canada, 1872 73; 
and I would beg to refer Prof. Lesquer- 
»ux to them for information concerning 
the coal rocks of Vancouver Island, As 
ho makes no reference to the Report nam- 
ed, I conoludo ho lias not seen it." 



A.v ingenious Frenchman, Mr. J.M. A. 
Lacommo, has invented a new plan for 
crossiug the Channel without sea sick- 
ness. Ho proposes to lay a railway track 
on tho bed of the Channel, over which a 
train of cars enclosed in an air-tight cov 
oring will run — tho passengers to be sup- 
plied with condensed air for breathirg 
purposes. The inventor is actually in 
earnest, and declares that his plan is per- 
fectly feasible. Tho Graphic points out 
that it is, however, only a modification of 
Jules Vorno's conception of a sub marine 
stoumer, and lacks the simplicity of the 
latter's invention. It is now in order for 
some daring inventor to propose a plan for 
building a permanent causeway, with oc- 
casion n drawbridges, across ths Channel, 
or for spanning it with a suspension 
bridge, with two or throo piers rising 
from the water. Who knows but what 
wo may yet livo to see the Atlantic bridg- 
ed with a pontoon bridge 2,000 miles in 
length ?

The Senate are receiving fulsome 
praise from the Opposition organs on 
account of their action in throwing 
out tho bill respecting the Vancouver 
Island Railway. Wo fail to see where- 
in the Upper Houso is entitled to con- 
gratulation in this matter. There is 
no doubt that according to tho terms 
of the original contract vritn British 
Columbia, thero wan nothing to indi- 
cate any obligation to build ft line 
across Vancouver Island, and we can- 
not but regard tho position in -which 
tho country has been placed in having 
had to expend' a largo amount of mon- 
ey to construct that rond, as one in- 
volving hardship and injustice to the 
pfople of the Dominion, and wo re- 
gret that the country has been placed 
in this position, lint whatever hard- 
ship may be involved in tho construc- 
tion of this lino, it became a necessity 
by the action of the Canadian Govern- 
ment led by tho late Premier, which 
pledged tho credit and good faith of 
the country to the building of that 
Hue. An order in council passed in 
Juno 1873, fixed upon Esquimalt as 
the terminus of tho Pacific Railway 
and necessitated the construction of a 
iuo across the Island, and connection 
of soiue sort with tho mainland, across 
the Straits of Georgia. The motive 
which inspired thia action on the part 
of the lato Government, unnecessary 
and uncalled for aa it was by tho terms 
of Union, can only ho attributed to a 
desire to strengthen themselves for 
tho then approaching crisis, by pur- 
chasing the support of somo of the 
British Columbia members at the ex- 
pense of the country. Bo that as it 
may, the honor of tho country was for- 
mally committed by an Order in Coun- 
cil to tho construction of Una line. 
Again, when the agitntiou broke out 
in British Columbia, promoted, advis- 
ed and encouraged by tho speeches of 
Lho late leader of tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment, who declared that on ac- 
count of Uio railway policy of the pre- 
sent Government, tho British Colum- 
bia people would be justified in 
necoding from tho Union, this was one 
of the demands of the people of that 
Province. When the case was sub- 
mitted to tho arbitration of Lord Car- 
narvon, acting under the pledge ex- 
pressed by the order-in 'council of 
1873, the Imperial Socretary of State 
for tho Colonies recommended the 
construction of tho Vancouver Island 
Railway, and accordingly a treaty be- 
tween tho Dominion and the Pro- 
vince, made under Imperial auspices, 
hound tho Canadian Government to 
construct this railway. When this 
matter camo up in tho House of Com- 
mons, tho leader of the Opposition, 
Sir iToIm Macdonrld, showed his ap- 
preciation of the portion by voting in 
favor of tho motion to construct this 
line. What have the Sonito majority 
accomplished by their vote on this 
question? Thoy have voted condem- 
nation of their political louder; they 
havo endeavoured to compel tho Do- 
minion to break its good faith, twice 
pledged by its Government; they havo 
repudiated tho friondly offices of the 
Imperial Government, undertaken to 
restore harmony in the rotations be- 
tween British Columbia and the Do- 
/ minion , If they are entitled to 



any credit for this, they are welcome 
to it, It has been said that this voto 
■will delay the work of construction of 
this railway as has been agreed upon. 
We are unable to comprehend how 
this can be the caso. The contract 
botween the Dominion and the Local 
Governments has been entered into; 
the credit of tho Dominion, not only 
with the British Columbia, but with 
tho Imperial Government, hnu been 
pledged to it; tho people's representa- 
tives, by an overwhelming majority 
have approved of the course agreed 
upon at the instance of the Imperial 
authorities; they havo appropriated 
the monoy necessary for that purpose, 
and the Government are sustained by 
the Opposition in the policy adopted 
in this matter. Under these circum- 
stances, wo aro unable to see whatcau 
justify the Government in refraining 
from prosecuting a work which thero 
are such urgent reasons for Carrying 
out, and in doing which they are so 
strongly supported, merely on account 
of the perverse and factious conduct 
of a body of irresponsible legislators, 
actuated by an insane desire to gratify 
the obstructive tendoncies prompted 
by practical impotouco.
